The proxy of W*. A. Berry, of 
the First district was held by \V. 

O. Head, making eleven votes. ,j. 

B. Mallory, of the Third district, 
was absent and it was understood 
he was opposed to the proposed 
action of the meeting in the ab- 
sence of Chairman Prewitt. 

W. O. Head, of Louisville then 
ottered a motion that the business 
be taken up in its regular order.
